Claims 26. 29-36. 38. 41-46. 49-52 and 54-56 .stand rejected under 35 U-S.C. § 102(b) as 
alleged]} anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5 r 485 ? 62() to Sadrc et al. ( £ \Sadre TV ). Claim 39 stands 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly unpatentable over Sadre in view of U.S. Patent 
No. 4,837.722 to Sara ("Sara" 1 .). Claim 40 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly 
unpatentable over Sadre in view of U.S. Patent No. 6 r 295,606 to Mcsscrgcs ct al. f : Messerges"). 
Claim 47 stands rejected undejr 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly unpatentable over Sadre. 

Claims 37. 48 and 53 were considered allowable if rewritten in independent form. 
Applicants thank (he Rxaminer for his thorough Examination of the application.
